The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  f ollov\/’'ing  schemes:-^ 

CRIGKHOWFJlj.  The  extension  of  the  mains  for  housing  development 
and  the  e’stablishment  of  a factory.  There  ’vas  no  shortage 
of  water  during  the  year,  but  to  meet  the  contemplated  increase 
in  demand  and  possible  shortage  during  a drought  season,  the 
Council  are  giving  consideration  to  (a)  a scheme  to  supply 
the  lower  levels  of  the  town  from  the  Newport  Corporation’s 
main  which  passes  through  the . district,  and  (b)  the  provision 
of  an  open-air,  or  closed,  reservoir  near  the  Worn  Farm,  to 
provide  additional  storage* 

t.t.ANGATTQGK.  Tnis  Parish  is  well  supplied  with  water  and  it 
“Is  believeS  that  there  is  sufficient  surplus  for  the  proposed 
new  houses  and  contemplated  sev/erage  schorae, 

CWlOU . Hie  existing  suxoplies  meet  all  demands, 

LLANGYNIPR.  a scheme  is  under  consideration  for  the  abolition 
oT”Tn'e"'e-xi’s ting  springs  and  the  accxuiring  of  water  from  thc- 
Newport  Corporation,  also  extension  to,  and  replacement  of, 
the  existing  mains. 

LLANGEi^NY,  A schema  to  harness  a sriring  on  the  slopes  of  the 

Sugar  IHaf  mountain  for  the  supply  of  Glangrwyney  and 

Llangenny  in  placQ  of  the  e:-:isting  suxoplies  is  under  consideration, 

LLAIvlBEDR,  The  existing  scheme  moots  all  demands  except 
during ~a  severe  drought,  but  if  nevv  houses  are  erected  the 
Council  will  have  to  give  consideration  to  securing  an  I 
additional  supply, 

IHANSIliY , The  Council  havv:;  under  consideration  a scheme 
“go  supply  the  villages  of  Gwiinantgam,  Geliy  and  V/aenavon  from 
the  Abertillery  Water  Board’s  main  vdiich  passes  through  the 
Parish, 

RARTRI SHOW . This  is  a scattered  Parish  with  a.  fov/  houses  and 

they “hav e “ the ir  own  pr ivat e s upp lies. 

All  the  Parishes  ¥/ith  the  exception  of  Partrishow  have 
piped  supplies.  All  springs  being  properly  built  in  and 
vvater  piped  therefrom  t-c  closed  storage  tanlcs  and  therefrom, 
with  a,  few  exceptions,  to  L-he  respective  houses.  The  water 
. is  not  treated.. 


Bacteriologioal  soiiiplbs  of  .all  supplied  have  boon 
taken  during  1946,  and  these  will  be  dealt  with  in 
next  report. 

About  seven  eighths  of  the  poi:)ulation  obtain  tneir 
water  from  piioed  supplies,  .Of  these  about  three 
quarters  have  vnater  laid  on  to  their  houses,  the  remainder 
to  public  standpipes.
